Rapid growth brings tough school decisions

With the rapid residential growth in Lake 
Villa and Antioch Township, school district 
officials are faced with the daunting task of 
educating more kids with increasingly 
limited funds. 

Tough decisions will have to made as 
school districts cope with the ever increasing 
enrollments spurred by new development. 
Efforts at the overall solution have been 
either turned down by voters or are as yet to 
be worked out by school district officials. 



Much of the future planning centers on 
the high school issue. Presently Antioch High 
School is approaching its capacity while the 
growth continues and Grayslake High 
School's addition isn't a long-term solution. 

Many options arc being considered by 
separate districts. Also, a task force is being 
set up to find solutions. 

One theory is to combine the Antioch and 
Grayslake high school districts and create a 
third high school in Lake Villa Township. The 
benefit of this approach is it would provide the 
largest tax base to finance a new high school. 



Another option is for Antioch High School 
to construct a larger campus at Policy Field. 
However, there are no new cost estimates, 
and some school board officials don't 
believe the site is large enough to 
accommodate the long-term needs for the 
entire high school district 

Lake Villa Elementary District is exploring 
the option of bringing its own version of a 
Lake Villa unit district. The board is 
considering having a unit district within the 
boundaries of the school district

Windmill Creek residents organize

Residents of Windmill Creek 
In Antioch met last week and 
have adopted several resolutions 
regarding the subdivision. . In a 
nutshell, homeowners in this rel- 
atively new subdivision arc angry 
with the developer, Al Little, and 
fee! he has not properly complet- 
ed public Improvement projects. 

The Village of Antioch has, for 
the most part, bonded out the 
first phase of the development 
This means, the village has basi- 
cally said, 'yeah the work Is 
done'," explains Antioch Village 
Planner Robert Silhan. And, as a 
result Little is preparing to turn 
phase one of the subdivision over 
to the homeowners association. 

According to Silhan, this is 
typically the time residents have 
a list of things they want done 
before they accept the subdivi- 
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sion. "That is when these issues 
become important to the home- 
owners," said Silhan. "It happens 
with every new subdivision." 

Windmill Creek residents 
have a fairly long list which 
includes: pond dredging, land- 
scaping around the pond to alle- 
viate future erosion, sidewalks 
connected, parkways completed, 
street lights adjusted and addi- 
tions to street lights, various 
paths completed, the park area 
staked out, and the empty lots 
mowed and maintained. 

; Whether or not they will be 
able to have their wishes filled may 
be another matter. In particular, 
connecting the sidewalks may be a 
problem. At this time, the village 
docs not require sidewalks to be 
connected when a subdivision is 
substantially completed. 

Instead, sidewalks arc com- 
pleted as each lot is developed. 
"They go in when individual 
building permits arc issued," said 
Silhan. Since Little has complied 



with this, it is unlikely he can be 
forced to do more than Is 
required. 

"I can understand the resi- 
dent's feelings," said Silhan. He 
has experienced the problem, 
firsthand, when he moved into a 
new subdivision and had his 
sidewalk end at his neighbors 
home. "Maybe there ought to be 
an ordinance requiring sidewalk 
completion when 75 to 80 per- 
cent of the subdivision Is com- 
pleted," opined Silhan. 

The pond is also going to be 
another difficult problem to 
solve. At this time, litigation is 
underway regarding other ponds 
in the Immediate area. It may be 
possible the resolution to those 
problems will eliminate the prob- 
lem in Windmill Creek. 

"We are willing to work with 
them (the Village and Little) on 
this," said one Windmill Creek 
resident "But, we are not going 
to accept anything less than what 
we were promised." 



New dispatch system 
hopes to reduce abuse

A problem for Antioch Dispatch, alarm systems that dial the dispatch 
system, has come to an end with a new phone system and an ordinance 
banning their use. 

Antioch dispatches for all of the incorporated areas for Antioch, Lake 
Villa and Undenhurst These dialers were dialing up the police non-emer- 
gency number and preventing emergency calls from getting through, 
according to Lt Charies Watkins of Antioch Police Department 

"Whenever there was a power outage, these dialers would call up the 
non-emergency number and tie up the emergency lines. We couldn't get 
the emergency calls," Watkins said. 

What was happening is people were hooking up burglar alarms to the 
police non-emergency numbers. There were so many residences and busi- 
nesses doing this that it's interfering with the phone system. 

Watkins said it wasn't much of a problem a few years ago, but with the 
growing number of businesses and residences in the three-village area, it 
was overworking the phone lines. 

The situation was briefly discussed at a Lake Villa Board meeting. Mayor 
Frank Loffredo said businesses were concerned they didn't have enough of 
a notice to plan for the change. Business owners expressed concern that the 
dialer couldn't leave a message in time. 

The new phone system will prevent the direct dialing by the alarms. 
However, for a small monthly fee, those with direct dialers can subscribe to 
an alann service, according to Watkins. 

Watkins said people used the direct dial to police as a way to save pay- 
ing the fee for an alarm service.

Following a strange break in 
at a rural Lake Villa public stor- 
age facility, Lake County 
Sheriffs Detectives have uncov- 
ered a large cache of what 
appears to be cannabis.

Lake County 
Sheriffs officers responded to 
discover more' than a dozen of 
the smalt cubicles had been 
compromised.

Sean Wilson, an independent'

remember. After, the break-In 
occurred, authorities connected 
the two incidents. 

Drug sniffing dogs were 
brought to the storage facility 
and narrowed in on one storage 
unit two rows away. The/ next 
morning, dogs were again 
brought out and confirmed 
something was in the same stor- 
age unit After obtaining a search 
warrant, detectives found the 
three Ziploc bags in the middle 
drawer of a dresser. According to 
authorities, the street value of 
one pound of cannabis is $1,200.

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What we did on our summer vacation — the real story

The district also Is expected to 
ask for an increase in the educa- 
tion fund to pay for the cost of 
new students and provide the 
necessary teachers. 

The unit district proposal of a 
unified K-12 district was rejected 
by voters in April. The unit plan 
would have taken most of Lake 
Villa Township residents in one 
school district and taken the chil- 
dren out of both the Antioch and 
Grayslakc high school districts. 

Unpopular was the impact it 
would have had on existing dis- 
tricts. Millburn and Antioch ele- 
mentary districts feared the unit 
plan would have put both dis- 
tricts in financial jeopardy. 

Antioch Elementary would 



like to use the present high 
school site for a middle school. 
The current middle school is 
reaching its limit and the district 
may consider a building referen- 
dum this fall. 

Grayslakc High School 
District is finishing its building 
addition which is expected to be 
maxed out in just a two to three- 
year period. Grayslakc High 
school board has offered the 
combination with Antioch as a 
way to handle growth. When 
Grayslakc asks for another school 
referendum it will be the last 
expansion of the current facility. 

So far, the scope of a commit- 
tee to discuss the issue hasn't 
been worked out Some school 
boards desire a few school board 



representatives while some 
school board members advocate . 
community leaders get involved 
in the process as well. 

The school districts cross vil- 
lage and township boundaries, 
creating situations where kids liv- 
ing in a community can be divid- 
ed into differing school districts. 
For example, Iindcnhurst chil- 
dren arc sent to six different 
school systems. 

Millburn School Board is con- 
sidering a building bond issue as 
welt The district may secure a 
loan for an 8-10 room addition. 

The schools will ultimately 
have to decide if they will com- 
bine to solve the enrollment 
crunch, or deal with the problem 
as separate districts.

Route 53 may become a reality for Lake County resi- 
dents as soon as 1999, according to latest projections 
from die Illinois State Toll Highway Authorities. 

Gn Thursday, state representatives were able to bear 
the newest information available on the Route 53 exten- 
sion through Lake County over coffee at a legislative 
breakfast hosted by the Village of Ubcrtyvillc. 

Many members of the legislature asked questions and 
expressed their opinions on a variety of subjects from 
wells to the active members of the CPC. 

"There is no doubt in my mind that there is a need for 
the extension of Route 53," said State Sen. Adeline Geo- 
Karis (11-31). 

Other groups attending the meeting included the Lake 
County Corridor Planning Council, Illinois Department of 
Transportation (IDOT) and the Illinois State Toll Highway 
Authorities (ISTHA). 



"This tollway will be accountable to the people of 
today and those in the future," said Executive Director of 
ISTHA, Ralph Wchncr. 

Wehner said ISTHA wants to construct a roadway that

will not create a large negative impact on the communi- 
ties it will be running through. 

In completing this the municipalities have joined 
together and created an intergovernmental party called 
the Corridor Planning Council, (CPC). 

The CPC is a group of different municipalities which 
are out to create organization within the communities 



open by 1999 

and work with IDOT and ISTHA in planning a road that 
will benefit the communities. 

One question that was brought up by Sen. William E. 
Peterson (R-26th) was the impact on the well water that 
will be located near the proposed route. 

"Many of the residents in my district are concerned 
about their well water becoming contaminated and flood- 
ing in the area," Peterson said. "If these wells become pol- 
luted their property will become worthless," he added. 

CPC member Richard Raftis, representing Lake 
County said, "Since I have been involved with the roads in 
Lake County I have not found one well that has been con- 
taminated." 

District 1 Engineer of IDOT, Duane Carlson stated 
IDOT is committed to working through the corridor study 
with the CPC and addressing the public's needs. 

The next target set for IDOT is a public meeting, which 
will be held in the fall of 1995.

"I'm broken hearted. It is like 
there has been a death in the 
family," Richard Welton said. 

The Welton family spent the 
July Fourth holiday relaxing, but 
life in the past few weeks has 
been anything but a picnic. For 
the first time In 43 years, the 
Wcltons arc not operating a gro- 
cery store. 

Welton's Pick 'N Save loca- 
tions in Round Lake and Gurncc 

arc now being operated by 
Roundy's, the wholesaler. The 
takeover began July 4. 

"It was a life's work. I feci sad 
for the customers and team 
members," Welton said. 

Welton's father, Arthur Sr. 
started the family business at a 
small store just past a hill on 
Grand Ave. in Gurnee. Then, in 
1980 the Wcltons began opera- 
tion of their then called County 
Market store off Route 132. 

"I remember asking my father 
if I could work there when I was 
in the fourth grade. I quickly grew 
tired of it, hut my father taught 
me a lesson - you finish what you 
start," Harry Welton, company 
president, said. 

"It is a changing lifestyle. 
People are eating out so much 
and arc not buying groceries," 
Richard Welton said. 

Welton said he is undecided 
about whether he will remain as 
mayor of Gurnee. He has held 
that position for 20 years. "If peo- 
ple feel I am an embarrassment, I 
will get out," he said. 

The Wcltons operated the

which oversaw the then growing 
business. 

"We were regarded as one of 
the top independent retailers in 
the country, but we did not have 
the whcre-with-all to compete," 
Richard Welton said. 

Both Welton brothers cited 
competition as the main factor. 



A new Jewel store in Gurncc, 
one new one in Waukcgan, 
Sam's Club and Super K-Marts 
in Vernon Hills and Round Lake 
area all led to their demise. 

"We have been trying to hang - 
on for the last three years. 
Closing the Mundclcin store in 
1993 gave us a temporary boost, 
but another Super K-Mart 
opened in Round Lake and 



Jewel in Waukcgan. We did not 
have a chance to re-establish 
ourselves with more competi- 
tion," Harry Welton, president, 
said. 

"I have fond memories of the 
growing up years. Our most prof- 
itability came in the early '80s. 
The market is intense," Harry

civic organizations need support, they come 
to Jerry's and Welton's first. We are always 
supporting civic organizations - but some of 
the same people do not shop here and keep 
the independents alive," Ming said. 

- "What I sec happening is an evolution of 
corporate chain stores taking over a market- 
place - no matter what the cost," Ming said. 

In addition to competition, the cost of 
doing business is very high in Illinois. "Our 
utility bill is $10,000 to $20,000 a month. In 
Wisconsin for the same size store, it would be 



$6,000 a month. That puts you behind the 8- 
ball before you start." 

He said the large companies which set up on 
the outskirts of Lake County towns near inter- 
sections arc killing downtowns. 'They cannot 
afford to pay prices for land downtown," he said. 

Ming's stores arc also part of the 
Milwaukee-based Roundy's, which seized 
Welton's assets and began operating the 
stores last week. 

"It was a business decision. Roundy's did 
not want to have to do it, but had to be 
responsible to others in the co-op. It was in- 
evitable," he said. 

Ming, a former Roundy's director, 
described the Milwaukee-based Roundy's as 
a $2.5 billion, seven state firm.

A search, using the assistance of drug-sniffing 
dogs, was conducted after owners of the facility discov- 
ered someone had burrowed into more than a dozen of 
the storage compartments. Police became suspicious 
because nothing was disturbed in the violated com- 
partments, leading to the belief that the offenders were 
looking for something specific as well as something 
valuable. Cannabis currently has a street price of 
$1,200 per pound.

Forest board adopts 
land acquisition goal 

In an effort to help maintain a proper balance between 
open space and development as Lake County continues to 
grow, the Lake County Forest Preserve Board of 
Commissioners adopted a goal for land preservation and 
acquisition acreage at their June 23 meeting. 

In the 1993 bond referendum, Lake County residents 
showed strong support for expansion and improvement of 
their Forest Preserves. The adopted land goal of 40 acres for 
every 1,000 residents will allow the Forest Preserve District to 
successfully meet this mandate. Forest Preserves offer resi- 
dents and visitors a value of a lifetime by preserving land for 
wildlife habitat, trail and greenway corridors, wetlands, 
prairies and forests and for recreation and education oppor- 
tunities, 

"The goal recognizes the value of local, state and private 

park lands, and the special role the Forest Preserves play in 
complementing the work of other agencies," stated Jim 
LaBollc, Lake County Forest Preserve president. "It also 
ensures that Lake County maintains its unique position as 
home to the most endangered and threatened species of any 
county in Illinois and to a diverse blend of communities and 
amenities that provide a high quality of life for residents." 
The land goal will increase the percent of Lake County's 
292,000 acres protected as Forest Preserves from the current 
6,6 percent to B.8 percent by 2010. The District's total acreage 
during the same period would increase from 19,165 to 25,640 
acres. In comparison to neighboring systems, Forest Preserve 
land accounts for 11.1 percent of total county acres in Cook 
and 10.4 percent In DuPage.

Lake County announces 5-year 
highway improvement program 



Lake County Board Chairman Robert W. Dcpkc 
has announced a 1995 through 1999 Highway 
Improvement Program that continues to emphasize 
maintenance of existing county highways and 
bridges. 

"This five-year program focuses on maintenance 
under the revenue-raising limits of the property tax 
cap while undertaking the most critically needed 
expansion projects and continuing the planning for 
a future supplemental funding source," Dcpkc said. 
The nvc-ycar program was unveiled at the coun- 
ty' s Public Service Committee meeting lunc 20. 
Committee Chairman Edward A. Rojtik explained 
that the county has access to three funds dedicated 
to highway improvements: The county bridge tax 
fund, the matching tax fund and the motor fuel tax 
fund. The first two funds arc county taxes on real 
estate that now fall under the tax cap legislation 
providing for minimal revenue increases. 

Lake County Div. of Transportation Dir. Martin 
G. Buchlcr said that the state's motor fuel tax allot- 
ments to the county have been growing very slowly, 
and that existing revenues have only been adequate 
for maintaining the existing system. "We arc on a 
20-ycar cycle for road rcsurfacings, about where wc 
should be but the needed road widenings will take 
us another 75 years at current funding levels." 
Buchlcr added that the five-year program does not 
indicate the priority of any individual project. 
Priorities are developed during the yearly county 
budget cycle and design process. The county board 
must individually appropriate monies for each pro- 
ject from the appropriate fund. 
Program highlights include: 
•65.5 miles of highway roads to be resurfaced 
•7.5 miles of highway roads to be reconstructed 
•three bridges to be improved

industry Is going through a large transition. The 
independents are being driven out of business by 
the large stores - but the large supermarkets have 
yet to prove themselves.

"Wc want people to come 
out and see and meet and get to 
know what the fire service Is all 
about," Glade said. 

The day was formed to give 
people a chance to sec both 
antique and modern vehicles 
and equipment and make them 
aware that fire departments do 
a lot more than just go out on 
rescue calls, Glade said.

Chairman Depkc reiterated the county's need for 
a future user fee revenue source, the four-cent local 
gas tax. "This revenue that other Chicago area coun- 
ties arc collecting now while wc cannot would be 
above current revenues and would enable gains to 
be made on the growing traffic congestion situation 
•In l,akc County," he said. "Without the four-cent 
local gas tax, wc are experiencing a shortfall in 
excess of $14 million per year." 

A local motor fuel tax would enable the county to 
double the annual highway improvement program 
funding but with emphasis shifted to capacity pro- 
jects. It would allow for expanding the highway sys- 
tem with another six intersections to have a three- 
lane improvement with signals, and another Five 
intersections would have a five-lane improvement 
with signals. Most importantly an additional 11 
more miles of roads could he widened, and 3.5 miles 
of new roads could be built. 

The county has issued a "transportation wish 
list" in May of 1995 tha$j included a scries of trans- 
portation improvements recommended as the first 
priority over the next 10 years to fund from the pos- 
sible county option gas tax. In addition, the local gas 
tax would automatically trigger the collection of 
highway impact fees on new development by the 
county now stymied due to a lack of local matching 
funds. 

The county's budget for fiscal year 1995-96 is in 
the planning stages. It historically has been adopted 
by the county board at the November meeting. The 
county's fiscal year begins Dec. 1

will be to Identify the environmental issues, show the alignment

Deputies to pedal their way through County 
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Bridging the gap between the Lake County 
Sheriffs Department and the community, a 
new bike patrol began pedaling through the 
county last week. And, so far, residents seem 
to love the new program. 

"1 felt good and it was a unique experi- 
ence," said Deputy Larry Oliver who is one of 
the six members of the Lake County Sheriffs 
Department bicycle patrol. "A very favorable 

reaction." 

The bike patrol has a two- pronged pur- 
pose: to get closer to the community as well 
as crime detection and prevention. "This pro- 
gram is just one step in identifying new meth- 
ods of better focus on the community prob- 
lems and to develop solutions to potential 
crime problems," said Undersheriff Gary Del 

Re. 

Community policing programs have 
sprung up all over the country. The concept 
essentially addresses the gap between the 
community and police. And while officers 
"walking the beat" may work In large urban 
areas, the shear breadth of the areas policed 
by the Sheriffs Department makes that near- 
ly Impossible. 

Yet, Del Re realizes simply cruising around 
in police cars docs not invite interaction 
between residents and officers. "We have also 



learned of the limitations of policing in vehi- 
cles," he said. 

While no specific arrests have been made 
yet through the program, the community rela- 
tions aspect of the bike patrol is already 
apparent Since the patrol began hitting the 
streets June 23, public reaction has been pos- 
itive. 

The first two shifts of the new program 
rode through the Long Grove Strawberry

Festival. "In Long Grove, we had children fol- 
lowing us," said Deputy John Jeffers. "They 
were asking us for our autographs." 

In addition to the community policing 
aspect of the bike patrol, Del Re hopes the 
program will also reduce crime. In particular, 
by reducing gang and drug activity. 

Deputy Tim Powell may have explained 
best how the physical Interaction of bicycled 
deputies and the outside world will enable the 
Sheriffs Department to reduce crime. 
"Officers on the street are able to see, smell 
and hear things. They can use all of their 
senses," said Powell. "Things they can't 
notice in a car." 



The bike patrol officers received their 
training through the Northern Illinois 
Municipal Training Board and the Zion 
Police Department. Del Re Is hoping the 
Sheriffs bike patrol will soon have an 
arrest rate similar to Zion, which had 25 
dug related arrests last year. 

Captain Frank Winans will be in charge 
of the new patrol. He believes officers on 
bikes may increase the ability of officers to 
detect and stop crime. "Most criminal 
offenders aren't looking for police officers 
on bicycles," he explained. 

Funding for the bike patrol came from 
money generated through drug arrest 
seizures. At a modest cost of $4,087, the 
Sheriffs Department purchased four mod- 
ified Trek mountain bicycles weighing in 
at 25 pounds each. The "unisex" moun- 
tain bikes have street tires and upgraded 
brakes and shifter. With 27 speeds, these 
bikes have the same capabilities of most 
any other bicycle on the roads and path- 
ways. 

Staffing the patrol was done through a 
volunteer basis. "There is no new staffing," 
said Undersheriff Gary Del Re. Instead, 
officers will be paid via overtime rates and 
compensatory time. 
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When all is said and done, amid all the flourishing talk 
of down-sizing government, there still are some things 
only government can do. Like acquiring land for public 

use. , 

Government/specifically a combination of local pub- 
lic bodies, acting in consort was the only way that a 
substantial portion of Ft. Sheridan could be preserved 
for public use. Because local officials kept plugging 
away, 290 acres of open space, including a golf course, 
will be turned over free to the Lake County Forest 
Preserve Dist. with the help of the U.S. House of 
Representatives. 

The Army was ready to turn over the whole century- 
old military installation to the highest bidder. 

On a smaller scale, a much smaller scale, 47 acres in 
Grant Township practically is begging to be acquired by 
government. Formerly operated as a church-sponsored 
summer camp, the owning Baptist affiliate prefers that 
heavily wooded Camp Hickory be acquired for public 
user Owners have indicated that they will sell to devel- 
opers only as a last resort. 

Taking a cue from the Fort Sheridan Joint Planning 
Committee, local officials would do well as soon as possi- 
ble to form a body representing the township, Big Hollow 
School Dist. and the county to acquire the property, which 
includes a variety of camp-related buildings, for public 
use. The price of $1.4 million is considered a bargain. 

Semi-secluded Camp Hickory would be a natural for 
public use. Grant Township is looking for new office 
quarters. The school district needs another site to 
accommodate residential growth. The county could 
use space for service branches or additional Forest 

Preserve. 

-It's not inconceivable that an agreement could be , 
reached to have.developers purchase the camp and turn 
it over to the various public agencies. 

Lake County citizens owe a debt of gratitute to repre- 
sentatives of Highland Park, Highwood, Lake Forest and 
the county, along with Congressman John Porter, for not 
caving into the yaguaiies of the Beltway -buTeaucracy. , 
TheysnoWed^us that special properties can and should 
be preserved for public use. 

With Camp Hickory, there is a willing seller and a rea- 
sonable price. This is a golden opportunity for govern- 
ment to swing into action and for a change do some- 
thing for the people instead of to the people.

Although no national recession is in sight, there is 
fairly wide agreement that industries that have been 
setting a torrid pace quite likely will be in store for a 
slowdown.

Some economists see housing as a soft spot These 
forecasters predict double-digit drops for both used 
homes and construction starts, even in the face of 
attractive fixed- rate mortgages. 

Local bankers and mortgage originators have been 
protecting themselves for years against economic fluc- 
tuations by peddling mortgages to secondary markets. 
Who would get hurt if the housing market tumbles? 
Obviously, builders and developers. Investors in mort- 
gage-backed securities certainly would be impacted.

Blustery pols out of tune

I was reading the Chicago area daily 
newspapers and on the TV was C-SPAN, 
relaying some of the Senate hearings from 
some subcommittee that has "terrorism" 
in its title. Mr. Specter is the chairman.

3. Continuing stories about the HUD 
takeover of the Chicago Housing Authority 
containing numerous references to the 
misuse of funds and the almost criminal 
condition of the Authority properties. 

4. Stories in the continuing saga of Mel 
Reynolds and his finances, both personal 
and political. 

5. A front page story about a Chicago 
high school's use of adult gang members 
in school as "monitors" of school attend- 
ing gang members, that included disci- 
pline described as "beating the hell out of 
school age gang members (as young as 14) 
that violated the gang (not school) rules. 

6. A 3 or 4 year old giii returned to her 
parents by DCFS who was murdered by 
one or both of them within days of the 
return. 

One day's worth of news about our fail- 
ing, corrupt, inefficient, inept, incompe- 
tent, arbitrary and perhaps criminal gov- 
ernment agencies that gets repeated al- 
most every day. And the TV was still show- 
ing Mr. Specter's campaign show diatribe 
against some of the perhaps misguided, 
but almost certainly law abiding, militia 
members for daring to paint the govern- 
ment with the label of corrupt and in need 
of a "good spanking by the citizens." I 
think that spanking is long overdue. 

I will do my best to urge my fellow citi- 
zens to look carefully at the actions of their

Welton grocery era ends with takeover

"I'm broken hearted. It is like 
there has been a death in the 
family," Richard Welton said. 

The Welton family spent the 
July Fourth holiday relaxing, but 
life in the past few weeks has 
been anything but a picnic. For 
the first time In 43 years, the 
Wcltons are not operating a gro- 
cery store. 

Wclton's Pick 'N Save loca- 
tions in Round Lake and Gurncc 
are now being operated by - 
Roundy's, the wholesaler. The 
takeover began July 4. 

"It was a life's work. I feel sad 
for the customers and team 
members," Welton said. 

Wclton's father, Arthur Sr. 
started the family business at a 
smalt store just past a hill on 
Grand Ave. in Gurncc. Then, in 
1900 the Wcltons began opera- 
tion of their then called County 
Market store off Route 132. 

"I remember asking my father 
if I could work there when I was 
In the fourth grade. I quickly grew 
tired of it, but my father taught 
me a lesson - you finish what you 
start," Harry Welton, company 
president, said. 

"It is a changing lifestyle. 
People arc eating out so much 
and arc not buying groceries," 
Richard Welton said. 

Welton said he is undecided 
about whether he will remain as 
mayor of Gurncc. He has held 
that position for 20 years. "If peo- 
ple feel I am an embarrassment, I 
will get out," he said.

Gurncc Piggly Wiggly Store and 
Wclton's Management Services, 
which oversaw the then growing 
business. 

"We were regarded as one of 
the top independent retailers in 
the country, but we did not have 
the where- with- all to compete," 
Richard Welton said. 

Both Welton brothers cited 
competition as the main factor. 



A new Jewel store In Gurncc, 
one new one in Waukcgan, 
Sam's Club and Super K-Marts 
in Vernon Hills and Round Lake 
area all led to their demise. 

"We have been trying to hang ■ 
on for the last three years. 
Closing the Mundclcin store in

Independent grocer hits tactics of big chain stores

Is there a place In today's fast-food era for 
an independent grocer? 

Jerry Ming, who operates Jerry's Parkway 
Foods in Grayslakc and Fox Lake, docs not 
believe the newly empowered large chain gro- 
cery stores arc giving consumers the same 
service as independents. This comes In the 
wake of a 43-ycar family run grocery firm, the 
Wcltons, having to turn over assets to 
Roundy's, their wholesaler. 

"The big guys will buy a site for any 
amount of money that docs not make busi- 
ness sense. They arc willing to accept losses 
for three or five years amongst their other 
stores. It's a shame. The Wcltons have worked 



hard for 40 years," Ming said. 

Ming said more than just a grocery store 
was at stake. 

"How many generations of kids paid for 
school by working for the Wclton's? When 
civic organizations need support, they come 
to Jerry's and Wclton's first. We arc always 
supporting civic organizations - but some of 
the same people do not shop here and keep 
the independents alive," Ming said. 

• "What I sec happening is an evolution of 
corporate chain stores taking over a market- 
place - no matter what the cost," Ming said. . 
In addition to competition, the cost of 
doing business is very high in Illinois. "Our 
utility bill is $10,000 to $20,000 a month. In 
Wisconsin for the same size store, it would he 



$6,000 a month. That puts you behind the 8- 
ball before you start." 

He said the large companies which set up on 
the outskirts of Lake County towns near inter- 
sections arc killing downtowns. They cannot 
afford to pay prices for land downtown," he said- 
Ming's stores arc also part of the 
Milwaukee-based Roundy's, which seized 
Wclton's assets and began operating the 
stores last week. 

"It was a business decision. Roundy's did 
not want to have to do it, but had to be 
responsible to others In the co-op. It was In- 
evitable," he said. 

Ming, a former Roundy's director, 
described the Milwaukee-based Roundy's as 
a $2.5 billion, seven state firm.

On a smaller scale, a much smaller scale, 47 acres in 
Grant Township practically is begging to be acquired by 
government. Formerly operated as a church-sponsored 
summer camp, the owning Baptist affiliate prefers that 
heavily wooded Camp Hickory be acquired fbrpublic 
use; 'Owners have indicated that mey will sell to d eve] J- 
opers only as a last resort. 

Taking a cue from the Fort Sheridan Joint Planning 
Committee, local officials would do well as soon as possi- 
ble to form a body representing the township; Big Hollow 
School Dist and the county to acquire the property, which 
includes a variety of camp-related buildings^ for public-; 
use. The price of $1.4 million is considered a bargain. 

Semi-secluded Camp Hickory would be a natural for 
public use. Grant Township is looking for new office 
quarters. The school district needs another site to 
accommodate residential growth. The county could 
use space for service branches or additional Forest 
Preserve. 

Ifs not inconceivable that an agreement cbUld be 
reached to have. developers purchase the camp and turn 
it over to the various public agencies. 

Lake County citizens owe a debt of gratitute to repre- 
sentatives of Highland Park, Highwood, Lake Forest and 
the county, along with Congressman John Porter, for not 
caving into the yaguaries of me Beltway bureaucracy. 
they showed us that special properties can and should 
be preserved for public use. 

With Camp Hickory, there is a willing seller and a rea- 
sonable price. This is a golden opportunity for govern- 
ment to swing into action and for a change do some- 
thing for the, people instead of to the people.

Blustery pols out of tune 

Editor. 

I was reading the Chicago area daily 
newspapers and on the TV was C-SPAN, 
relaying some of the Senate hearings from 
some subcommittee that has "terrorism" 
in its title.

4. Stones in the continuing saga of Mel 
Reynolds and his finances, both personal 
and political. 

5. A front page story about a Chicago 
high school's use of adult gang members 
in school as "monitors" of school attend- 
ing gang members, that included disci- 
pline described as "beating the hell out of" 
school age gang members (as young as 14) 
that violated the gang (not school) rules. 

6. A 3 or 4 year old girl returned to her 
parents by DCFS who was murdered by 
one or both of them within days of the 
return. 

One day's worth of news about our fail- 
ing, corrupt, inefficient, inept, incompe- 
tent, arbitrary and perhaps criminal gov- 
ernment agencies that gets repeated al- 
most every day. And the TV was still show- 
ing Mr. Specter's campaign show diatribe 
against some of the perhaps misguided, 
but almost certainly law abiding, militia 
members for daring to paint the govern- 
ment with the label of corrupt and in need 
of a "good spanking by the citizens."

Lake County announces 5-year 
highway improvement program 



Lake County Board Chairman Robert W. Dcpkc 
has announced a 1995 through 1999 Highway 
Improvement Program that continues to emphasize 
maintenance of existing county highways and 
bridges. 

"This five-year program focuses on maintenance 
under the revenue-raising limits of the property tax 
cap while undertaking the most critically needed 
expansion projects and continuing the planning for 
a future supplemental funding source," Dcpkc said. 
The five-year program was unveiled at the coun- 
ty's Public Service Committee meeting June 2B. 
Committee Chairman Edward A. Rojtik explained 
that the county has access to three funds dedicated 
to highway improvements: The county bridge tax 
fund, the matching tax fund and the motor fuel tax 
fund. The first two funds arc county taxes on real 
estate that now fall under the tax cap legislation 
providing for minimal revenue increases. 

Ixtkc County Div. of Transportation Dir. Martin 
G. Ruchlcr said that the state's motor fuel tax allot- . 
ments to the county have been growing very slowly, 
and that existing revenues have only been adequate 
for maintaining the existing system. "We are on a 
20-ycar cycle for road rcsurfacings, about where we 
should be but the needed road widenings will take 
us another 75 years at current funding levels." 
Buchlcr added that the five-year program docs not 
indicate the priority of any individual project. 
Priorities arc developed during the yearly county 
budget cycle and design process. The county board 
must individually appropriate monies for each pro- 
ject from the appropriate fund. 
Program highlights include: 
•65.5 miles of highway roads to be resurfaced 
•7.5 miles of highway roads to be reconstructed 
•three bridges to be improved 



•23 major intersections to have a three-lane 
improvement with signals 

•four major intersections to have a five-lane 
improvement with signals 

•five miles of road will be widened 
Chairman Dcpkc reiterated the county's need for 
a future user fee revenue source, the four-cent local 
gas tax. "This revenue that other Chicago area coun- 
ties are collecting now while we cannot would be 
above current revenues and would enable gains to 
be made on the growing traffic congestion situation 
In Lake County," he said. "Without the four-cent 
local gas tax, we are experiencing a shortfall in 
excess of $14 million per year." 

A local motor fuel tax would enable the county to 
double the annual highway improvement program 
funding but with emphasis shifted to capacity pro- 
jects. It would allow for expanding the highway sys- 
tem with another sue intersections to have a three- 
lane improvement with signals, and another five 
intersections would have a five-lane improvement 
with signals. Most importantly an additional 11 
more miles of roads could be widened, and 3.5 miles 
of new roads could be built. 

The county has issued a "transportation wish 
list" in May of 1995 thafcincludcd a scries of trans- 
portation improvements recommended as the first 
priority over the next 10 years to fund from the pos- 
sible county option gas tax. In addition, the local gas 
tax would automatically trigger the collection of 
highway impact fees on new development by the 
county now stymied due to a lack of local matching 
funds. 

The county's budget for fiscal year 1995-96 is In 
the planning stages. It historically has been adopted 
by the county board at the November meeting. The 
county's fiscal year begins Dec. 1 
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industry is going through a large transition. The 
independents arc being driven out of business by 
the large stores - but the large supermarkets have 
yet to prove themselves.

Bom In October of 1931, the Bermuda Railway lived only 17 years, 
making Its final run In 1946. Seems the popularity of the automobile put 
'Old Rattle and Shake", as It was affectionately known, out of business. 

This short lived Railway did, however, leave behind a memorial. 

Starting from Old St. George's to Somerset, a single track trail still 
cuts westward through 21 miles of this 27 mile long Island providing an 
ideal bicycle trail. 

As you cycle past seascapes, forests of spice trees and jungle-like 
foliage you can almost hear a ghostly train whistle. There are plenty of 
opportunities to cool off If you want to swim the few gaps past the 
pylons that once supported the train trestles. 

In fact, if you're really into the 'fitness thing" you can do your own mini 
triathlon. You can Jog the 21 mile Railway Trail, swim the open section 
between Ferry Point Park and Coney Island (not the one In New York) 
and bicycle 25 miles back on the paved South Road route. 

For the rest of us, the Old Bermuda Railway Trail Is just fine for a 
leisurely bicycle ride or relaxing walk. 

Bermuda's weather also makes it an excellent choice for long bike 
rides. Located about 800 miles off the coast of North Carolina (No, it's 
not In the Caribbean) It's far enough North so that summer temperatures 
rarely rise above the mid 80's. While not as warm as Jamaica In 
January, the Gulf Stream keeps winter temperatures in the upper 60's. 

The Bermuda Department of Tourism has an excellent brochure of the 
trail complete with photos and section by section map. I can't seem to 
get them to send me more than one at time, but you can get one from 
them directly by calling 1-800-223-6106 and ask for "The Bermuda 
Railway Trail Brochure".

The story of King Arthur, 
Queen Guinevere and Sir 
Lancelot has never been one of 
this reviewer's favorites. 
"Camelot," the musical version 
clone both on stage and on film, 
though It featured some beautiful 
Richard Rodgcrs songs, was 
wordy, clanky and very stiff, again 
our least favorite musical. 

Now we have a 1995 version, 
"First Knight," with a power cast 
headed by Scan Conncry, Julia 
Ormond and Richard Gere.

It 
is simply a love triangle sur- 
rounded by million-dollar battle 
scenes. 

Never before were the three 
principals human instead of 
magical legends. Connery, who 
seems incapable of turning in a 
bad performance, is a classy and 
likeable Arthur, regal enough to 
be a king, yet all man beneath 
that weighty armor. 

Ormond, one of the fastest 
rising females on Film, is a perfect 
Guinevere. She looks right on the 
throne next to Arthur, yet her love 
scenes with the stormy young 
knight seem real. Never before 
has the Lancelot-Guinevere 
romance been fiery enough to 
make a queen risk her throne and 
a knight his life. 

Gere, like Kevin Costner in 
"Robin Hood," makes no attempt 
to don the medieval accent and

The deductibility of mortgage 
interest is one of the few remain- 
ing incentives provided by the 
federal government to promote 
home ownership growth In the 
United States. And, that future is 
now being threatened by the U.S. 
Congress. 

One proposal, by Sen. Bob 
Packwood, R-Orcgon, would 
eliminate the deductibility, of 
mortgage interest on any amount 
of a home loan exceeding 
$250,000. Another, by Rep. 
Richard Armey, R-Tcxas, would 
Institute a flat income tax rate, 
effectively eliminating all Item- 
ized deductions— including the 
mortgage Interest deduction. 

"More than 24 million 
American families each year 
would be affected by elimination 
of the mortgage interest deduc- 
tion, and first-time buyers would 
be hit more severely than owners 
of expensive homes," said 
Thomas Cavalier, President of the 
Lake County Association of 
REALTORS. "Limiting the mort- 
gage interest deduction would be 
one more step toward eliminat- 
ing America's incentive for home 
ownership." 

According to the National 
Association of REALTORS, 
research shows that elimination 
of the mortgage interest deduc- 
tion will raise the cost of owning a 
home by as much as 33 percent. 
High-income families, with 
greater savings resources, will be 
able to handle the rising cost of 



home ownership, however, the 
budgets of many middle-class 
families could not handle such a 
dramatic rise in the single largest 
monthly expense they have. In 
addition, elimination of the 
deduction will have a devastating 
effect on the value by as much as 
20 percent "To first time buyers 



tion would shatter the contract 
that commits Congress to helping 
average people pursue the 
American dream." 

Restricting mortgage Interest 
deductibility is being proposed as 
a way to "pay for" a proposed cut 
in the capital gains tax rate, 
Cavalier notes.

"When the Constitution 

was amended in 1913 to intro- 
duce an income tax, Congress 

affirmed America's commitment 

to home ownership by creating 

the mortgage interest deduction. 

Proposals to eliminate the deduc- 



ity is a valid way to recoup any rev- 
enue lost through a capital gains 
tax. "From an economic stand- 
point, cutting the mortgage inter- 
est deduction would completely 
negate lowering the capital gains 
tax rate. It makes more fiscal sense 
to retain the mortgage interest 
deduction in its current form and 
lower the capital gains tax rate," 
Cavalier says.

Ride in and rope the excitement at Wauconda Rodeo 



There's nothing like the thrill of a 
rodeo. Among the events spectators 
will enjoy at the Wauconda Rodeo are 
steer wrestling; bull riding and bare- 
back bronc riding. 
Steer wrestling 

Steer wrestling Is probably the most 
exciting event In the rodeo arena. 
When a man drops from a galloping 
horse onto the steer, stops the steer and 
throws htm to the ground, spectators 
have seen skill overcome heavily 
weighted odds. 

Here's the secret: As the cowboy 
catches up to the steer he reaches with 
his right hand, grabs the right horn and 
as his horse speeds by the steer, the 
cowboy gets the horn In the crook of his 
right elbow. At Ihe same time, his left 
hand pushes down on the other horn 
while his horse veers off to the left. The 
cowboy's heels drop ahead and at a 45 
degree angle to the path the steer is 
taking. The cowboy digs In his heels, 
twists the steer's head and pulls It 
toward the center of a left-hand turn. As 
the steer stops, his rear having swung 
around, the cowboy grabs the animal's 
nose with his left hand and, with this sen- 



sitive hold, throws the steer onto his side. 
Bull riding 

The most popular rodeo riding event, 
and the most dangerous, Is bull riding. 
Many of the big cross-bred Brahmas go 
a whole season without being ridden 
the required eight seconds. 

Because they will charge their upend- 
ed rider, only the clown can help Nm. 
Men on horses are useless— the bull will 
charge them and the horses spook. The 
clown's courage and anticipation of 
what the bull will do are the reasons that 
bull riders can eat supper that night. 

A bull rider uses a rope which Is 
looped like a noose around the ani- 
mal's middle. It is a flat plait with a 
hand-hold like the snug handle of a 
duffle bag. The rider puts his gloved 
hand In this loop, knuckles down, and a 
friend, standing on the chute, pulls the 
slack out of the rope, 

When the rope feels right to the rider, 
he takes the free end of the rope and 
lays It across his palm. Then he wraps It 
once behind his hand and lays It across 
the palm again. He clenches his fist and 
hunches his body close to his hand. 
Then, as soon as he feels the bull stand- 



ing squarely, he nods and the gate 
swings open. 

As long as the cowboy doesn't 
touch the bull with his free hand and still 
has his riding hand on some part of the 
rope at the end of the eight seconds, 
the Judges will score his ride on how 
hard the bull bucked and how well the 
cowboy rode. 
Bareback bronc riding 

The eight-second bareback ride Is con- 
fusing because sometimes a cowboy's 
wild spurring appears to be simply show- 
ing off while, in fact, the rhythm of a man's 



legs on hb horse Is all that keeps Jhe rlg^ 
glng from being torn out of his hand;" - 

The bareback rider throws Ns feet; 
forward In time with the horse's Jumps;* 
and at the same time this motion keeps 
his seat close to the riding hand. He's- 
well aware that once he slips dWayC 
from the handhold he's on the launch^ 
Ing pad. The further back he gets on a" 
high-kicking horse the further out he Is; 
on the catapult.

Women and the effects of alcohol 



While hard numbers arc hard 
to come by, most experts call the 
increase in alcohol consumption 
by women alarming. They esti- 
mate diat about 60 percent of the 
women who do drink arc prob- 
lem drinkers. There's no consis- 
tent portrait of a female problem 
drinker. Some drink only wine; 
some limit dicir consumption to 
weekends; others have a daily 
cocktail. Alcoholism is not deter- 
mined by what you drink, how 
you drink, or when you drink. 
Rather, it is determined by how 
all-important is to you, and how 
it is affecting your life. 

Consider lane, who began 
drinking when she was in high 
school. In college, the friends diat 
she made usually gadiercd at the 
bar. She said it made her feel popu- 
lar and attractive, having always 
secretly held die belief diat she was 
neither. After college, Jane became 
a successful businesswoman; now 
she has no time for bars, but she 
still secretly drinks. Despite her 
accomplishments, she feels inade- 
quate. After work she unwinds widi 
a liquid dinner. Drinking helps her 
forget her loneliness, helps her 
numb her sadness. 

There arc two levels to wom- 
en's alcohol problems; a distinc- 
tion should be made between 
alcohol abuse and alcohol depen- 
dence. The latter is more severe. 
The alcohol dependent, like jane, 



has to drink more to get die same 
effect and experiences withdrawal 
symptoms if she stops drinking. 
Some experts believe that alco- 
holism is the result of biological, 
psychological and social factors. 
While researchers have not yet 
discovered an alcoholism gene, 
studies demonstrate that a family 
history of alcoholism may predis- 
pose women to addiction. 
Cultural influences arc a factor as 
well. Women arc targeted by 
advertisers, who equate drinking 
with images of elegance, power 
and influence. Social' drinking 
has become almost a required 
recreation. Alcohol has even side- 
stepped the health craze. Women 
rationalize the high caloric con- 
tent of beer and wine with the 
fact that it is fat-free. 

Psychologically, women drink 
for a number of reasons. 
Emotions like anger, anxiety, sad- 
ness and guilt can be chemically 
numbed. Alcohol can help man- 
age domestic stress, be a reward 
after a hard day at the office, or 
reduce sexual inhibitions. When 
women drink, they often feel con- 
fident and relaxed. Tilings just 
seem better — temporarily. 

However, the abuse of alcohol 
creates more problems than it 
cures, Depression, low self- 
esteem, irritability, shallow rela- 
tionships and isolation arc 
byproducts of drinking. Worse, 



these symptoms arc all part of a 
vicious psychological circle: In 
many cases, they arc the same 
issues that led women to drink in 
the first place. The alcohol offers 
only a superficial comfort and 
masks a worsening of the prob- 
lem. In time, this can lead to a 
psychological and physical 
addiction. 

Alcohol's physical effects are 
severe as well. Overall, it is the 
third leading cause of death for 
men and women, after heart dis- 
ease and cancer. Alcoholics have 
a life expectancy 12 years shorter 
than that of the average person. 
While it is well known diat people 
who drink develop liver prob- 
lems, heavy drinkers also risk gas- 
tritis, ulcers and pancreatitis. 
Women can also develop osteo- 
porosis, because alcohol blocks 
the absorption of calcium. Also, 
alcohol disrupts menstrual cycles 
and ovulation, and hormone out- 
put decreases. The children born 




to alcoholic women can display 
growth deformities and mental 
retardation. Women who abuse 
alcohol often have other addic- 
tions as well — to nicotine and 
caffeine, and even prescription 
drugs, Sedatives and alcohol 
combined can cause death. 

Because drinking is so ram- 
pant in our society, its negative 
implications arc often mini- 
mized, especially for women. The 
problem drinker must face her 
addiction.

The fact that you did not call in sick for work and did not 
show up for work was nol only irresponsible, but ycs...grounds for 
termination in most companies. You let down your fellow co-work- 
ers, but more importantly, left people you say you have become close 
with worried sick about your whereabouts. The fact that you were 
taken lo a hospital after the accident, yet can provide no record of 
such medical attention would leave one lo believe that perhaps you 
were involved in something other than an accident. You didn't even 
offer to try to gel proof. Chalk It up to being Irresponsible and move 
on with your lire. This situation is clear case of job abandonmenL 
You don't show up for work and you don't call In sick and you don't 
have a doctor's excuse. If filing for unemployment compensation was 
on your mlnd...think again. Keep in mind also that people are not stu- 
pid! Show me a hospital that transports you by ambulance..,treais you 
during an overnight emergency stay... .and gives you no proof as lo 
treaimcnL..and I'll show you, well, I think you got the idea.

On special tour from Russia, 
the Moscow Red Devils found 
themselves having to cross the 
Atlantic before they could Find a 
baseball team of equal caliber. 

What a better place than the 
country that invented the sport 
and considers baseball its nation- 
al pastime. 

Since the Iron Curtain has 
come down, baseball is slowly 
but surely gaining popularity In a 
country where soccer and ice 
hockey dominate. The Red Devils 
arc the national team of Russia 
and arc hoping to make the 
Olympic cut in 1996. 

"Six years ago, I never knew 
what a baseball looked like," 
admitted Evgucni Poutchsov, a 
third baseman for the Red Devils 
who was drafted by the California 
Angels. 

The Moscow Red Devils arc 
the closest thing Russia has that 
can be considered a professional 
baseball team. At best, the Red 
Devils are a notch above 
American Legion teams, which 
feature high school stars bound 
to play college ball here in the 
states. 

The Red Devils, however, 
were able to shutout the potent 
lineup of the Vernon Legion 
squad as Moscow was able to 
hold onto the 1-0 victory behind 
the pitching of Rcnat 
Machmutov. 

"His slider was pretty nasty," 
said an impressed Vemon Coach 
D.J. McCullough. "He was the 
best pitcher we've seen all year by 
far." 

Keeping Vernon batters off 
balance throughout the game 
with a slider, changcup and 
respectable fastball, Machmutov 
only gave up two hits in seven 
innings. One of the hits was a 
scratch infield hit in the third 
inning. 

"Look at all the groundball 
outs we had.
